The United Sutes Postal Service (USPS) hu idviied the Patent and Trademark OfTice (PTO) thai delivery of mail picked 
up by the USPS tt the PTO around March 18-19» 1991, wu delayed. Delivery of that mtil could have taken place u 
late u May 15-17, 1991. 

To minimiie, if not eliminate, uiy advene impact caused by the USPS delay, and subject to the cnndiiinns roccififed m 
oaraymph the following times for taking action in response to a PTO letter involved in the delay apply. 

1. If a decision of the Board of Patent Appeals wd Interferences (BPAI) or the Tridemark Trial and Appeal Boaiti 
(TTABX is date-stampcd on any date in March 1991,aid wu delivered by the USPS after May I, 1991, then the time 
for taking action under 

(a) 37 CFR { 1.196 (new ground of rejection); 

(b) 37 CFR H 1.197, 1.658, 2.129, or 2.144 (seeking reconsideraUon); or 

(c) 35 U.S.C. I 141 or { 145 or 15 U.S.C. i 1071 (seeking judicial review), 

will be extended to and including Monday, July 1, 1991, unless the date for taking action is already set to expire later 
than July 1. 1991, in which case the later dite applies. 37 CFR 1.304 and 2.145. 

2. If an order, decision, or other action of the BPAI or TTAB, other than those which would call for taking action 
under subparagraphs (a) through (c) of paragraph 1. is date-stamped on any date in March 1991. and delivered by 
the USPS after May 1. 1991, then, the time for taking action shall be determined by: 

(1) the Chairman of the BPAI or his designee in a patent case; or 

(2) the Chairman of the TTAB or his designee in a trademark case. 

It is not possible, from a practical point of view, to set by general notice a date for taking action in the numerous 
situations which can arise in cormection with most interlocutory orders, decisions, and other actions entered by tlte 
BPAI and TTAB. However, it is expected that appropriate relief will be granted on a case-by-case basis.
